THE POTASH CONTROVERSY. 


It is not true, though it has been so 
stated in certain daily papers, that the 
potash controversy has been settled; 
but the parties at are getting 
closer together, and an amicable agree- 
ment is probably in sight. We believe 
the American interests that contracted 
to take potash from the independent 
mines were morally right in the posi- 
tion they took, but their case became 
almost hopeless more than a year ago

when the German Government refused 
to recede from its position and the 
President und government of the 


United States declined to back up the 
“bluff” unwisely made by Special Rep- 


resentative Davis, that this country 
would declare a tariff war against 
Germany by way of reprisal. The fuli 
truth about this diplomatic fiasco has 
not yet seen the light, but it will come 
cut some day, for too many peapls 
know at least a part of the facts. 

As the matter stands, a_ tentative 


agreement between the principal Amer- 


ican fertilizer interests, on the one 
hand, and the owners of the two inde- 
pendent potash mines and the Kali 
Syydicate, on the other, has been put 
into shape, but nothing has been 
signed, sealed and delivered, and 


“there’s many a slip ’twixt the cup and 
the lip.” As stated in our news col- 
umns on another page of this issue, it 
is proposed that the fertilizer interests 


pay damages for non-fulfillment of 
contracts to the independent mine 
owners, and devote to this purpose 
purt of the money that they are en- 


titled to get back on petition from the 
German Government out of the sur- 
tax they have already deposited. After 
that they will buy all their potash from 
the Kali Syndicate, into which the in- 
dependent mines will be absorbed. One 
of these two mines will also be allowed 
to ship an excess of potash this year 
free from sur-tax. The American com- 
panies will get back a part of the sur- 
tux already paid in, and it is claimed 
that they will little. 
Meanwhile, the German Government 
enjoys its diplomatic victory and sees 
its pet Kali Syndicate in full possession 
of the potash markets of the world in 
defiance of all natural laws of supply 
and demand. No “trust-buster” sits in 
the saddle in Berlin, for the government 
is part and parcel of the potash trust 
through its ownership of some of the 
mines in the syndicate. Germany not 
only claims, but enforces, its right to 
do what it pleases with its own potash; 
and Americans who buy German mines 
stock in German mines must 
their necks to the imperial yoke.

Be- | 
fore the soya beans are crushed they 
are soaked in cold water. Maceration 
results in the production of a _ thick, 
milky liquid, whieh can be filtered and 


drunk fresh or used for making butter 
and cheese, just as in the case of cows’ 
milk. Vegetable milk, butter and 
cheese ure becoming popular in many 
parts of China, India and Japan, where 
the cultivation of the soya bean is be- 
ing encouraged. 


Officials of the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Agriculture last week ordered

Later on ac- 
tion will be started in other counties 
in the eastern section of Pennsylvania, 
for agents of the department have been 
very busy lately and it is reported that 
fully 1,500 samples of fertilizers have 
been collected and all of them will be 
analyzed. 


The Executive Committee of the Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania Confectioners’ Asso- 
ciation, at a conference with Pennsyl- 
vania Dairy and Food Commissioner 
Foust at Harrisburg on the evening of 
October 20, presented their views re- 
garding the manner of enforcing the 
pure food law, prohibiting the use of 
resinous glazes on confectionery. At- 
torneys and State chemists were also 
present. The commissioner submitted 
his rules, and after hearing the com- 
plaint of the jobbers that out-of-the- 
State goods not in conformity with the 
law were shipped into Pennsylvania, 
said that he would hold the matter un- 
der advisement and announce his atti- 
tude on the question in the course of a 
few days. 


After a struggle of several months 
the Parkersburg Oil and Gas Company 
has stolen a march on the town Officials 
of Northview, W. Va., and succeeded 
in laying a gas pipe through the 
streets. The work was done before 
daylight. Thirteen of the officers and 
workmen of the company were ar- 


rested the week before and put in jail 
for attempting to lay the pipes in de- 
fiance of the orders of the town council. 
They were later heavily fined, but the 
case was taken to the Criminal Court. 
The Mayor and other town officials 
were afterward arrested on complaint 
of the gas company. Now the company 


has obtained an injunction which re- 
strains the town officers from inter- 
fering with the company’s pipes that 


have been put down. 


In the case of Leach vs. Scharff, 188 
Fed. 446, the complainant for about 
twenty years prepared and sold a cer- 
tain medicinal remedy under the name 
“Oil of Pine,’’ “Virgin Oil of Pine” and 
“Virgin Oil of Pine, Compound,” and 
sought to restrain the defendant from 
using any of these names on a similar 
remedy. The court held that as it was 
shown that there was an article of 
trade known as “Oil of Pine’ such name 
was descriptive, and that, further- 
more, as it was shown that complain- 
ant’s article contained no appreciable 
amount of oil of pine the name was 
deceptive. It also appeared that there 
was other deceptive matter on the la- 
bel. The court held, accordingly, that 
the complainant was entitled to no re- 
lief, although the infringement com- 
plained of was plain and palpable. 





James Lawrence is in Memphis, 
Tenn., looking to the completion of the 
organization of the Forests Products 
Chemical Company, which is to erect a 
big plant here.

A battle of experts was begun in 
Quarter Sessions Court of Philadelphia 
on Tuesday last when Courson King, 
of Burk & Co., Inc., the New York 
agents for Contrell & Cochran, of Bel- 
faust, manufacturers of ginger ale, was 
put on trial charged with misbranding 
food products. The prosecution was 
brought by the Pennsylvania Dairy and 
Food Commission, which charged that 
the ginger ale contained capsicum or 
red pepper, but that the labels con- 
tained no mention of that added ingre- 
dient. Among the witnesses that will 
testify in addition to the Pennsylvania 
chemists who made the analysis are 
Dr. John Marshall, University of Penn- 
sylvania; Dr. Samuel P. Sadtlet, Phila- 
delphia College of Pharmacy; Professor 
Charles F. Chandler, Columbia Uni- 
versity, and Dr. Francis Wyatt, head 
of the Bureau of Industrial Chemistry 
of New York. The case is expected to 
develop into a scientific conflict as to 
whether the analysis of ginger ale 
made it possible to determine if the 
substance found was capsicene, the 
pungent part of capsicum, or grains of 
paradise, or piperine, the pungent part 
of black pepper, and whether or not 
capsicum is a narcotic. 


The formation of the Interstate 
Chemical Corporation, reported from 
New York last week, is of special in- 
terest in Baltimore because of the fact 
that several bankers of that city are 
among the promoters and _ directors. 
The headquarters of the new concern, a 
$7,500,000 company, it is stated, are like- 
ly to be in Richmond, Va., as most of 
the plants taken in are in the South.

have Deen raised from ume to time unul 
they appeared to the insured to be extor- 
llonate, The New Orleans Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association took the matter up on 
benalf of its members, ana yesterday 
Messrs. M. AuguStin and W,. P. Brickell, 
the special committee appointed by the 
association, succeeded in getting substan- 
tial concessions in both rates and rules 
from the State Insurance Rating Boara, 
Composed of Messrs. W. H. Bynum, of 
Baton Reuge, and Kk. H. Kohnke and B. 
f. Sullivan, of New Orleans. The parties 
represented at the hear.ng were the Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, the State 
Rating Board, the Fire Prevention tbu- 
reau and the fire msurance sompanies. 

The great importance of the question 
was made appareat by the fact that ail 
interests were represented by counsel, 

Secretary Campbell read the petition of 
the paint dealers, which showed that they 
were, in their opinion, badiy discriminated 
agaist in the matter of rating. They 
represented that on March 1, 1911, tire 
insurance rates on their stock was in- 
creased to ‘prohibitive’ figures by the in- 
surahce companies doing business in this 
city without any apparent reason. It was 
further shown that the old rates were 
$2.25, while at present they are $3.: mak- 
ing rates double that of ten vear 4go. 
tn the opinion of the dealers, the rates 
are not at all in accordance with 
risks. further, the petitioners are of the 
understanding that the extra dollar had 
been added simply because oil was drawn 
from tanks in the buildings. 

M. Augustin, the well-known oil «and 
paint dealer on Baronne street, who was 
chairman of the investigating committee, 
testified that by directions he made a 
varefui scrutiny of the rates in the lurge 
cities throughout the country and found 
that he and his brother dealers were dis- 
criminated against. Speaking for him- 
self personally Mr. Augustin ‘old that at 
present he is in a building in every way 
thoroughly equipped to avert, far as 
possible, all danger from fire, and is now 
paying $3.10, wherens when he occupied a 
building where the danger of fire was not 
combatable he paid only $1.25. 

Mr. Augustin told that he had corre- 
sponded with oil dealers in St. Louis, Bal- 
timore, Houston, Gulveston and other 
cities. Hle had represented to his eorre- 
spondent the condition of the buildings he 
Is at present occupying, and asked them 
for information What the rates 
would be for a similar building If located 
in their cities. St. Louis told that the 
rate would be $1.13. Baltimore advised 
that no charge was made in that eity for 
the risk of drawing oil. The Texan cities 
were lower than the cities above quoted, 

In reply to a query as to what methods 
he employed to vorevent danger of fire 
while oil was being drawn, Mr. Augustin 
said that under the tanks in his store he 
had a bed of sand six inches deep, which 
absorbed any oil that might inadvert- 
ently spilt. This reply caused Mr. Mc- 
Givney to express himself as being satis- 
fied with the precaution adopted by Mr. 
Augustin, but he stated that it would he 
necessary to have a metal flooring under 
the sand. Mr, McGivney explained that 
the extra rate for flowing vil was not 
placed with any idea of being a money- 
maker for the insurance compunies, but 
was added as a precautionary measure. 
Mr. McGivrey further stated that if an 
assurance was given that all oil dealers 
would adopt the precautionary methods of 
sand with a metal base, that objection 
would be withdrawn by the insuranee 
companies against the Fire Rating Board 
restoring the rates to the old footing, But 
it should be understood that in all in- 
stances there must be a space of three 
clear feet between the oil receptacle and 
all other merchandise. 

A finding along the above lines was 
drawn up, which was satisfactory to all 
parties concerned, and it will become ef- 
fective fifteen days after promulgation,

Duty on Persian Opium. 


DECISION LOOKED FOR SOON IN 
MERCK & CO. APPEAL. 


The Board of United States Genera! Ap- 
praisers will shortly hand down a de- 
cision dealing with the classification un- 
der the tariff act of 19099 on Persian 
opium, A test case has been brought be- 
fore the board on an appeal by Merck & 
Co., from an assessment imposed by the 
Collector of Customs at New York. The 
product was returned for duty as “opium 
dried,”’ with a tax of $2 per pound. The 
importers maintain that the article is 
“opium, crude and unmanufactured, 
dutiable properly at $1.50 per pound 

At the hearing, a chemist employed by | 
Merck & Co. was put on the stand. and 
deseribed in detail the processes un lergone 
by the opium in Persia before it in a 
‘ondition to be shipped to this country 
He said that the opium is gathered from 
the farmers in small and irregular quan 
tities, and gradually assembled in bulk 
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Adulterated Linseed Oil in Iowa. 


The Iowa State Dairy and Food Com- 

missioner, W. Bb. Barney, has publsned 
a list of successful prosecutions in which 
the adulteration linseed oil figures 
prominently, In list which foilows 
Only the name of wholesaler or man- 
ufacturer and the date of the successtul 
prosecution are given. In every case 
mentioned the linseed oil was uduiterated 
with a petroleum oil. The names of re- 
tailers, inspectors, ete., are omitted as 
being of little interest to our readers.

In ivvy the seed out- 
pul was 4,462,000 tons and 4,26¥,vuU Lons 
were crusfed into oil. ‘Lhe olb produc- 
tion last year was 38,4809,4uU barrels, and 
in i909 the Output was 2Z,02U,Uuu barrels. 
wiguring that 60 per cent. of the seed 
crop will be crushed this year, the ulti- 
mate yield of oil would be 38,420,000 bar- 
rels at the rate of 38 gallons of oil to 
the ton. In the crop season of 1908- 
1909 the home consumption amounted 
to 2,000,000 barrels, and the export con- 
sumption 1,000,000 barrels. ‘hat year 
was a banner one in the cotton oil 
trade. lt will be seen that the consum- 
ing demand by August 31, 1912, will 
have to exceed that tor the same period 
in 1909 to absorb the prospective pro- 
duction. Realizing these conditions, 
consumers at present are not anxious 
to buy ahead on an elaborate basis, but 
are content to buy frequently from 
hand to mouth. This character of 
trading has tended to keep spot suppies 
limited, as receipts from primary 
points have been somewhat below the 
usual average. The position of domes- 
tic competing fats and oils is generally 
favorable from a cotton oil viewpoint, 
while the high prices of foreign vege- 
table oils are decidedly strong factors 
in favor of the cottonseed product. I» 
several quarters, the export inquiry 
was reported active, and it seems rea- 
sonable to assume that any decline 
from present prices will bring out a 
heavy demand from Europe.

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Potash Controversy is Practically 
Settled. 


AMERICAN AGRICULTURAL CHEMICAL 
COMPANY AND ABOUT SEVENTY 
OTHER FERTILIZER CONCERNS PAY 
$525,000 TO SCHMIDTMANN INTERESTS 
TO BE RELIEVED OF THEIR POTASH 
CONTRACTS—SURPLUS OF SUR-TAX 
REMITTED TO THEM BY GERMAN 
GOVERNMENT IS MORE THAN SUF- 
FICIENT TO MEET THEIR PAYMENTS 
—THEY BLAME THE AMERICAN GOV- 
ERNMENT FOR THEIR LOSS—CHEM- 
ICAL INTERESTS AND A FEW INDE- 
PENDENT FERTILIZER CONCERNS 
HAVE NOT YET REACHED A SETTLE- 
MENT—KALI SYNDICATE’S MONOP- 
OLY NOW COMPLETE—SCHMIDTMANN 
MINES WILL ENTER SYNDICATE— 
HISTORY OF THE CONTROVERSY. 


As far as the most of the fertilizer 
makers are concerned the long drawn-out 
German potash controversy has at last 
come to an end. On Saturday of lase 
week it was announced that a basis o1 
settlement had been reached and an 
agreement drawn up which was approved 
by some of the parties concerned. The 
agreement has been submitted to the vari- 
ous interests who are parties to the con- 
tracts and a settlement is assured, al- 
though the terms of settlement may be 
subjected to further changes. ‘The pro- 
posed terms of settlement impose upon the 
American holders of contracts with the 
independent mines the payment of large 
sums of money for the cancellation of 
these contracts. The American Agricul- 
tural Chemical Company is released from 
its contracts made with the Aschersleben 
potash works on payment of 1,050,000 
marks, or, approximately $262,000. The so- 
called independent contracts will be can- 
celed upen payment of a like amount. 
Thus the cost to American firms for abro- 
gating existing contracts will total $525,040. 
The Aschersleben mine is to receive 2,000,- 
a marks as a compensation for giving up 
its contracts. Sollsiedt will be allowed 
to mine 20,000 tons of potash in addition 
to the amount specified by its legal per- 
centage allotment, this tonnage to be 
used, however, for the fulfillment of old 
contracts and to be mined prior to the ena 
of the present year. 

The independent mines will re-enter the 
syndicate and American buyers will here- 
after secure their supplies under identical 
contracts, the monopoly being thus re- 
established on a firm basis. 

Of the sur-tax of $22 a ton which has 
been imposed by the German government 
and which has been paid under protest 
by American buyers, a refund will be 
granted and the sum refunded is consid- 
erably in excess of the amouut to be paid 
to the independent mines for the cancei- 
lation of their contracts. Hence the sum 
of $525,000 which American contractors, aS 
before stated, are forced to pay does nov 
actuaily come out of their pockets, but 
is to come from the amount paid by them 
to satisfy the governmental charge ex- 
acted by Germany. 

A member of one of the American com- 
panies involved, in discussing the terms of 
settlement, says the actual results are 
that American contractors retain a sub- 
stantial amount of the profits securea 
from the low-priced contracts before the 
potash law went into effect, and at the 
same time secure a refund of the surplus 
tux from the German government, siffi- 
cient not only to pay for the cz incellatiou 
of the independent contracts, _ also to 
reduce the prices to those xisting in 
199 before these contracts ae made, be- 
sides leaving them some profit from the 
contracts themselves. 

He further stated that if the Unitea 
States government nad shown the same 
spirit in protecting American interests as 
that which prompted the German govern- 
ment to pass the potash law for tne 
protection of this German industry, the 
petash controversy would have resultea 
in a very different kind of settlement 
for the Americans. He contends thar 
“our government’s failure to enforce its 
protests against Germany’s repudiation ou. 
these contracts has resulted in the sur- 
render of about $25,000,000 of American 
money to Germany ‘and has placed the 
American manufacturers and farmers 
again at the merey of the German potash 
monopoly.” 

The chemical interests of this country 
have separate contracts with the indepen- 
dent mines, but 
to press no settlement had been reached 
in their case, although negotiations had 
progressed to a point where it can be said 
that a settlement is not far off. One 
or two large Southern fertilizer mak- 
ers and some Chicago packing houses 
which also make fertilizers are in the 
same position as the chemical interests. 
Their contracts were made in this coun- 
try and the money they have pald on ac- 
count of the German sur-tax is on de- 
posit here; whereas those fertilizer peo- 
ple who have arrived at a settlement, as 
hereinbefore stated, made their initia: 
contracts in Germany and their sur-tax 
money is on deposit over there. 

The potash question has been so im- 
portant and has been so widely discussed, 
both within the trade and outside, that 
a brief resume will be timely and of In- 
terest.

must be under- 
stood that production of potash is prac- 
iica'ly limited to the ecnfres of the Ger- 
men Timpire and that the United States 
receives its supply largely from that 
country To conserve their interests and 
to prevent competition, a voluntary as- 
sociation was formed about 1880. This 
ecciation included all the mine owners 
and was known as the Potash Syndicate. 
The terms of asscciation fixed the pro- 
portion of the te*ail ovtput to be contrib- 
uted by each mine dvring a prescribed 
period. Whenever the association ex- 
pired by lapse of time, the mine owners 
renewed it for a further period. The symu- 
dicate existing in 190% had been formed on 
July 1, 1994, and was to continue to July 
1, 19099. The Sollstedt works began oper- 
ations about the middle of July, 1905, 
and did not join the syndicate, but made 
independent contracts. No agreement

On June 24, 19099, the syndicate 
was renewed for one year. The Sollstedt 
the Aschersleben works refused to sign 
the agreement and the Einigkeit mine, 
controlled by the Virginia-Carolina Chem- 
ical Company, also held out. 
After midnight on June 30, 1909, 
no syndicate was in existence, a tenta- 
tive contract, ratified somewhat later, 
was entered into by the Aschersleben 
works and the American Agricultural 
Chemical Company. This contract called 
for the delivery to the latter company 
of 30,000 tons of potash each year during 
1910 and 1911 and it was renewable 
for the five-year veriod from 1912 to 1916, 
inclusive. The prices quoted in the con- 
tract are about $20.30 per ton for muriate 
and $5.40 per ton for kainit. These prices 
were about 30 per cent. lower than any 
which had up to this time been in ef- 
fect. A provision in the contract statea 
that “any export or import duties or 
other governmental charges which may 
hereafter become effective within the life 
of the contrat shall also be paid by the 
buyer.”’

Operations in the Eastern fields dur- 
ing the week were stimulated and the 


in completions and new productions as 
compared with the results of the for- 
mer week. The greatest gain in com- 
pleted work is noted in the Pennsyl- 
vania fields. Southeastern Ohio con- 
tributed largely to this more favorable 
showing, chiefly as a result of develop- 
ments in the New Straitville-Gore field, 
in Perry and Hocking counties. This 
section is attracting more interest than 
any other in the high-grade fields, and 
on every hand there are evidences of 
active development work. The present 
defined territory and a _ considerable 
part of the adjoining area are now un- 
der the control of the leading operating 
companies, who are determined to push 
the test work to its most conclusive 
stage. The Perry county completions 
for the week numbered six, of which 
four were in the producing column, 
yielding 425 barrels as a daily average. 
Hocking county had a century pro- 
ducer to its credit. The production of 
the Gore-Straitsville field is now placed 
at about 2,000 barrels a day. The deep 
sand fields in the vicinity of Bremen, 
in Fairfield county, Junction City, in 
Perry county, Southeastern Ohio, have 
settled into a routine status, and the 
only promise of new operations seems 
to be the further development of the 
defined territory. Considerable wild- 
cat work is in progress in Central Ohio, 
and operators are hopeful of develop- 
ing new pools before winter. Opera- 
tions in West Virginia are without 
noteworthy interest beyond the credit- 
able showing made by one of the Har- 
rison county producers as a result of 
agitation. The well responded with 
1,100 barrels the following twenty-four

hours, subsequently settling to 200 bar- 
rels a day. Roane county is still in 
the lead in completions among the 
West Virginia fields, but the wells are 
of a generally light caliber. In addi- 
tion to the work now in progress in 
county there is considerable 
drilling of an experimental nature un- 
der way within the defined limits. 
Town lot operations constitute the fea- 
ture of developments in Pennsylvania. 
One of the late completions gives prom- 
ise of being a good producer, while the 
two original wells have been holding up 
at seventy-five and eighty barrels a 
day, respectively. 

The northwestern section of the Lima 
fields was the scene of an unusually 
favorable showing during the week 
both in completion and new production. 
Wood county had eight completions, of 
which seven yielded a daily new pro- 
duction of 290 barrels. In Lucas coun- 
ty the new production amounted to 220 
barrels from two wells. In Indiana 
there was a decline in new production 
from the same number of completions 
as previously reported. Returns from 
Illinois indicate an abatement in de- 
velopment work, particularly in th® 
drilling of a wildcat character. The 
condition of the roads is still a handi- 
cap to active field work. The best com- 
pletion of the week in Illinois was a 
700-barrel producer in the deep sand of 
Lawrence county, which also had to its 
credit a 300-barrel well. While Craw- 
ford county contributed the same num- 
ber of completions as Lawrence during 
the week the production in the former 
averaged but 645 barrels. as compared 
with 1,710 barrels in the latter. Clin- 
ton county retains second place in the 
new production column in Illinois as a 
result of Carlyle pool developments, 
with 810 barrels from six successful oil 
wells. The new production aggregate 
for the week in Illinois fell materially 
below that previously noted.

siderable doubt as to whether the field 
will ever again develop a pool that will 
maintain the output of the field any- 
where near its present proportions so 
thoroughly has the drilling campaign 
been prosecuted. An instance is cited 
of a well in the Delaware shallow sand 
district starting at 1,000 barrels a few 
months ago and now rated at not more 
than twenty barrels a day. The lead- 
ing operating company in the field is 
said to have withdrawn 205,000 barrels 
of oil from storage during the first 
twenty-four days of the month. What 
is regarded as the only obstacle in the 
way of a more favorable market as the 
result of decreased production is the 
continued activity in drilling opera- 
tions at the rate of 400 to 500 wells a 
month. The Barnsdall and Sinclair 
developments of the Osage pool are 
maintaining a fairly good average of 
production. So far there has _ been 
drilled in the district 121 wells and the 
daily output is given as 13,000 barrels, 
un average of 107 barrels per well, In 
the Hamilton Switch district, where the 
wells came in as gushers of short-lived 
capacity, there are now about ninety- 
six wells and a daily production of 
practically 2,000 barrels, an average of 
twenty-one barrels a day per well. The 
Muskogee pool is producing about 3,000 
barrels a day, while the Bald Hill dis- 
trict is credited with a daily produc- 
tion of 18,000 barrels. The Avant de- 
velopment of the Osage pool has been 
furnishing some good wells, ranging 
from 150 to 400 barrels a day as the 
initial production, Several century pro- 
ducers were completed in the Henry- 
etta field. Developments in the Elec- 
tra field of Texas are reported back- 
ward and confidence in the prospects 
seems to be on the wane.

Comparative Summaries of Petroleum 
Refining in this Country. 


Washington, Oct. 27, 1911. 

A preliminary statement of the gen- 
eral result of the thirteenth census ot 
establishments engaged in the renning 
of petroleum has just been issued by 
Census Director Durand. It inciudes a 
summary comparing the general figures 
for 1904 and 1909, and a statement of the 
quantity of crude petroleum used; also 
the quantity of the principal products 
obtained therefrom, It was prepareu 
under the direction of William M, Steu- 
art, chief statistician for manufactures, 
Bureau of the Census. The figures are 
subject to such revision as may ls 
necessary after a further examination o1 
the original reports, 

The value of products was $236,998,00u 
in 19099 and $175,005,000 in 1904, an increase 
of $61,993,000, or 35 per cent. The average 
per establishment was approximatey 
$1,612,000 in 1909 and $1,786,000 in 1904. 

The value of products represents 
product as actually turned out by the 
tactories during the census year and 
dues not necessarily have any relation 
to the amount of sales for that year. 

The quantity of crude oil and of prin 
cipal products as reported by the Census 
Board is as follows:— 

“The number of forty-two-gallon barrels o 
erude petroleum used, as reported in 1909, wa 
120,7 439, and in 1904 66,982,862, an increas: 
of 53,792,577 barrels, or 80 per cent. 

“The kinds of crude oil used in 1909 were 
distributed in very different proportions from 
those in 1904. This change has materially af 
fected the relative quantities of the variou 
products. 

“The number of fifty-gallon barrels of il 
luminating oils produced was 38,468,494 in 190‘ 
and 27,135,004 in 1904, an increase of 11,333,40 
barrels, or 42 per cent.; of fuel oils, 34,034,57 
in 1909 and 7,209,428 in 1904, an increase of

ise with the probability he will advise its 
installation on the river fleet that is un- 
der construction. 

For 1,00 miles from the mouth the 
Amazon is navigable for ocean-going ves- 
with twenty-five feet draft. and for 
800 miles further river craft may ply by 
iegotiating the several sets of rapids. 
Under Capt. Brown’s recommendation the 
vessels to be used follow the lines of the 
Mississippi River and Yukon steamboats, 

How great have become the imnorta- 
tions of oil into the Northwestern States 
of the United States is indicated by the 
fact that the Standard Oil Company alone 
brought in three vessels and two barges 
with over 150,000 barrels of fuel oil and a 
heavy consignment of refined products 
within twenty-four hovrs. It hannened 
that almost all the Standard’s fleet plying 
between San Francisco and Pvget Sond 
arrived on the same day, but the number 
of vessels in the oil-carrying trede is be- 
ing constantly increased. The Union Oil 
Company maintains several vessels, but 
not so many as the Stendard.

Plaus tor the construction of fleets of ves- 
sels to ply between the Pacific coast ana 
the AUuuntic contemplate the installation 
of vil-burning machinery in almost every 
instance, . 

Work on the Standard Oil Company's 
kig storage station for refined products at 
Richmond Beach, twelve miles from 
Seattie, 1s to begin without delay. for 
several weeks a dredging outfit has been 
at work pumping earth from the deep 
water to fill the tide flats preparatory to 
the erection of tanks and buildings, his 
operation is just about completed. The 
Standard will immediately put in tank- 
«ge to contain 300,000 barrels of refined 
oils and will follow this with an ultimate 
storage capacity of 1,000,000 barrels. Ac- 
cording to John McLean, Northwest Man- 
ager of the Standard, this Richmond 
Beach plant for supplying the «Puget 
Sound territory will be the largest on the 
Pacitic coast for refined products, 

Adjuining the Standard ground, or, 
rather, hemmed in on both sides by the 
Standard, is the tract of ground purport- 
ing to have been purchased by the Royal- 
Duteh Shell petroleum interests, At the 
same time the Standard’s fill has been in 
progress the purchasers of this tract have 
been having a similar fill made and an- 
nouncement is made that they will let 
contracts immediately for large storage 
capacity. According to the previous an- 
nouncement of George B. Kittinger, who 
has represented them in Seattle, they 
plan to invade all this Northwest terri- 
tory in competition with the Standard, 
even penetrating the country as far as 
the Mississippi River. Mr. Kittinger de- 
clines to state exactly how extensive the 
immediate developments of his clients will 
be.

Faztories. 


It was announced last week that the 
Phosphate Mining Company was to enter 
the manufacturing field and would oper- 
ate through the country a chain of fac- 
tories for making fertilizers. This method 
is being taken to afford the company an 
outlet for their round quantity of phos- 
phate rock which they produce at Chris- 
tina and Nichols, Fla.

L. Klein, millionaire linen manufacturer 
and exporter of Bruxelles, Belgium, with 
branch houses in England, France, Ger- 
many and Russia, has arrived in Calgary, 
after three weeks’ trip through Alberta. 
“le purchased a large tract of land in the 
eaustecn part of the province, 

It is his intention, he says, to purchasae 
from 15,000 to 20,000 acres of land in Al- 
berta for the purpose of raising flax, and, 
although he will not personally supervise 
the ranches, ne will control their output. 
He will bring to this section several hun- 
dred practical farmers, his fellow coun- 
trymen, who will be placed on the farms 
in a manner similar te those who have 
been or will be established by the Duke 
of Sutherland at Brooks. He said:— 

“T am satisfied that the scil is excellent, 
am not at this time sufficiently familiar 
the climatic conditions here to speak on this 
subject with authority. However, I am con- 
fident that with a scientific and systematic 
study of the productive quality of the soil and 
the atmospheric and climatic conditions the 
farmers in this section will be able to raise 
crops that will surpass anything of their kind 
in the world.

had been under cultivation for generations. 

“So well impressed am I with this country 
on this my first visit that I shall purchase 
from 15,000 to 20,000 acres of land here for 
the production of flax, and will send my 
friends, relatives and tenant farmers out here 
to work the farms and superintend thelr man- 
agement.

Cash trade has continued slow 
throughout the week, although the 
tone of the market has been slightly 
firmer under restricted offerings.

ire again threatening to fill their orders 
calling for good packing hogs at $6 and 
lower, and market indications are that 
they will be successful in getting the 
iverage cost of their droves under that 
mark during the next few days. The 
juality and the weight of the hogs mar- 
xeted during the last week showed im- 
provement and conditions point to an un- 
usually early fall movement of fat hogs, 
whereas a belated movement had been

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Drawback on Alcohol in Toilet and 
Medicinal Preparations, 
Washington, Oct, 27, 1911. 

The Assistant Secretary of the Treusury 
in a letter to the collector of customs ac 
Detroit, Mich., gives the following in- 
structions with regard to drawback oh 
rectiulied alcohol manufactured from do- 
mestic tax-paid alcohol and subsequently 
used in the production of toilet ana 
medicinal preparations:— 

Reterring to your letter of July 17 last, re- 
specting tne furnishing of an extract from a 
ertificate of manufacture covering certain rec- 
vified alcohol manufactured from domestic tax- 
paid alcoho) and subsequently used in the pro 
fuction of toilet and medicinal preparations, i 
gave to advise you that the department ha: 
aeld that under Section 25 of the tariff act vu 
\ugust 6, 100’, arawback is allowable only 01 
such preparations aS were manufactured fron, 
alcono! withdrawn and tax-paid as such. 
Drawback would tmerefore not be allowable 
ander thio section on preparations manufac 
tured from aicohoi which was produced by rec- 
tifying or redistilling. Therefore, as in the 
ase under consideration, drawback would not 
be allowable under this construction of the 
law, the question of data to be shown in the 
extract from the manufacturing certificate need 
not be considered,

St. Louis Paint Club Meets, 


The annual meeting of the Paint, Oil 
and Drug Club of St. Louis was held at 
the Mercantile Club last Thursday eve- 
ning. Preceding the meeting dinner was 
served. The delegates to the convention 
of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association, held in Richmond, Va., pre- 
sented their reports.

Following the business meeting there 
was a vaudeville entertainment, 
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Verdict Against Standard Oil Co. 
_A verdict for $8,243 was rendered by a 
jury in Justice Brown’s part of the Su- 
preme Court of New York county last 
week in tavor of John J. Moran against 
the Standard Oil Company, representing 
Josses ihe plaintiff alleged he had sus- 
tained through the actions of the defend- 
ant. Moran charged that he was for- 
merly in the oil and paint business in 
kuast Fifty-second street, New York city, 
and obtained his supplies from the Stand- 
ard, These goods, he alleged, caused 
many complaints on the part of his cus- 
tomers, to whom he was obliged to re- 
fund their purchase money. The plaintiff 
declared he was finally compelled to aban- 
don his business and accepted a place 
with the Standard as salesman, alleging 
that the superintendent of the oil and 
paint department promised that plaintift’s 
trade losses would be compensated by 
the company. Moran stated that he gave 
the company a list of 1,600 zustomers he 
had im his business. After a period of 
employment of several months by the 
Standard Moran lost his position. He 
then sued for $25,000 for the loss of his 
trade and $6,000 for commissions which he 
alleged had not been paid to him. ‘The 
Standard Oil Company brought a counter- 
suit, claiming $15,000 for goods which, it 
Was Stated, had been delivered to but 
never paid for by Moran. 

By a ruling of the court Moran’s con- 
tract with the company was dismissed 
und he was limited in his recovery to the 
actual damage sustained by him in his 
business, ‘he counter claim of the com- 
pany was allowed and the jury’s verdict 
covered the loss to the plaintiff by the 
refund to his customers on supplies pur- 
chased by the company, 
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Chinese Opium Trade Declines, 
Washington, Oct. 27, 1911. 

‘The Bureau of Manufactures have com- 
piled from official publications on China’s 
ivrelign commerce the following on the 
vplum situation and the sundry imporis 
of same:— 

The imports of foreign opium, 35,358 piculs, 
hows the remarkable decrease of 13,559 piculs 
when compared with the receipts of 19U9, a 
10ss shared by the three varieties of Indian 
as well as by Persian opium. Kwangtung parts 
took 6,570 piculs (35 per cent.) less than in 
1909; Fukien ports, 1,206 piculs (19 per cent.) 
less, and the ports supplied from Shanghai, 
5,713 piculs (24 per cent.) less. It is thus 
apparent that, while the percentage of decrease 
varied with local conditions, there was a de- 
cided decline in imports, pointing clearly to 
the success to the anti-opium measures 
throughout the country. The Hong Kong 
prices of Indian opium fluctuated great- 
ly. Speculation had more than doubled prices 
between the first of January and the middle 
of April; then prices fell rapidly until Sep- 
tember, after which, with some ups and downs, 
they improved, closing the year 00 to 60 per 
cent. higher than at the beginning. In the 
quantity of native opium passing through the 
customs there was also a marked decrease.

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Government Will Appeal Indigo 


Duty Case, 
Washington, Oct. 24, 1911. 
The Treasury Department to-day gave 

notice that an appeal will be taken to 
the Customs Court from the decision of 
the Board of Appraisers of August 14, as 
to the classification of merchandise, which 
was reported to consist of a combination 
of chlorine with synthetic indigo. Duty 
Was assessed at 30 per cent. ad valorem 
as a ccal-tar color, but the board held 
that the merchandise was properly dutl- 
able at three-fourths of one cent per 
pound as indigo paste.

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Production of Abrasives, 
Washington, Oct. 27, 1911. 


In a monograph just issued by the 
United States Geological Survey as an ad- 
vance chapter from the Mineral Re- 
sources of the United States for the cal- 
endar year 1910 there is a discussion of 
the production of abrasive materials in 
the country. This monograph was pre- 
pared by W. C. Phalen for the Survey. 

While the greater part of this mono- 
graph is devoted to natural abrasive ma- 
terials, attention is cal.ed to the fact that 
the production of artificial abrasives has 
shown a great increase in the past fif- 
teen years, The total consumption of 
abrasive materials during the past year 
is given at $1,406.80 worth of natural 
abrasives, and $1,604,030 artificial abra- 
sives. The increase in the consumption 
of artificial abrasives in the past four 
years has been nearly threefold. Im- 
ports of abrasives amounted to $1,223,827 
worth in the past year. 

In connection with this report appears a 
discussion of infusorial earth and tripoii 
and also pumice. It is said that some of 
the Missouri tripoli is used as an abrasive, 
but much of it is used in the manufacture 
of filters, The Illinois product is used 
in the paint industry as a wood filler for 
enameling, ete. Of these infusoria] earth 
and tripoli produced in the United States 
during the past year it is said that the 
agzregate valuation was $130,000. 

The pumice produced in the United 
States during 1910 amounted to 23,271 short 
tons, valued at $94,943, an increase of 8,168 
tons over the previous year. 

After referring to the production of 
artificial abrasives this report states that 
a new artificial abrasive, ‘‘corrubin,’’ 
manufactured abroad, has recently been 
put upon the market. The Goldschmidt 
Thermit Company of New York has kind- 
ly furnished the following information 
concerning this abrasive:—The material 
is produced from the slag resulting from 
the reaction between aluminum and 
chromium oxides. It is practical'y pure 
alumina containing a trace of chronium 
oxide. which gives it a red color. On ac- 
count of the high temperature at which 
it is manufactured it is free from com- 
bined moisture, It is produced in three 
grades, coarse, medium and fine, and is 
sold only in the proportion of two parts 
coarse to one each of medium and fine. 
The total prodnetion of carborundum, 
crushed steel and alundum in the United 
States in 1910 was 23,027,000 pounds, valued 
at $1,694,030.

MissBRANDING OF COTTONSEED MEAL. 

Gu revruary 38, 1911, the United states 
attorney for the Western District of ‘eli- 
Nessce, aclig upon lie report of the Sec- 
reiary of Agriculture, filed information in 
the District Court of the United States 
fur said district against the J. Lindsay 
Wells Company, a corporation, alleging 
shipment by it, in violation of the foou 
and drugs act, on February 27, 1909, from 
the State of Tennessee into the State ot 
Pennsylvania, of a quantity of cottonseed 
meai, which was misbranded. ‘The said 
product was labeled as follows:—‘'J, Lind- 
say Wells Company, Memphis, Tenn., S.ar 
Brand Choice, finely-ground cottonseed 
meal. Tags, 100 pounds each. Sold basis 
analysis ammonia 8 per cent., nitrogen 
64% per cent., protein 41 per cent., carbo- 
hydrates 25 per cent., oil and fat 9 per 
cent., crude fiber 7 per ceat. This meal is 
made from decorticated cottonseed. Al- 
Ways twinkling for business.’’ 

Analysis of samples of said product by 
the Bureau of Chemistry of this depart- 
ment showed the following resulis:+ 
Moisture 7.65 per cent., ether extract 6.55 
per cent., protein 37.19 per cent., crude 
fiber 11.77 per cent. Micro, approximately 
20 per cent. hulls. Misbranding was al- 
leged for the reason that the statements 
on the label as to the percentages of pro- 
tein, crude fiber, and oil were false, as 
shown by the above analysis. 

On May 24. 1911, the defendant corpora- 
tion pleaded guilty and was fined $25 and 
costs, which were paid. 
ADULTERATION AND MISBRANDING 

TURPENTINE. 


On May 19, 1911, the United States at- 
torney for the District of Connecticut, 
acting upon the report of the Secretary o1 
Agriculture, tiled in the District Court of 
the United States for said district a llbe,:, 
praying condemnation and forfeiture of 
tive barrels of turpentine in the possession 
of the Apothecaries Hall Company, Wa- 
terbury, Conn, The product was labeled: 
—‘Pure Spirits of Turpentine.” 

Analysis of samples from said consign- 
ment made wy the Bureau of Chemistry 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture showed the following amounts pf 
mineral oil:--9.6 per cent., 9.4 per cent., 
$6.6 per cemt., 9.6 per cent. The libel ai- 
leged that the turpentine, after ship- 
ment by the Pennsylvania Alcohol & 
Chemical Company, of Philadelphia, from 
Pennsylvania into Connecticut, remained 
ijn the original unbroken packages, and 
was adulterated and misbranded in viola- 
tion of the food and drugs act, June 30, 
196, and was, therefore, liable to seizure 
for confiscation. Adulteration was allegeu 
because the strength and purity of the 
product was below the professed stand- 
ard of quality under which it was sola. 
Misbranding was alleged because the label 
represented the product as a pure spirits 
turpentine, which was false and mi$- 
leading, because said product was not 's 
pure spirits turpentine as represented. 

On June 1®, 1911, no person having ap- 
peared as claimant, and a general default 
having been entered against all claimants, 
the court entered a decree condemning 
and forfeiting said property to the United 
States for the reasons set forth in the 
information, and ordered the marshal tec 
sell the said five barrels of turpentine for 
mechanical uses only at a price sufficient 
to pay the costs of the proceedings and in 
default of such sale, to destroy the said 
turpentine.

Pharmacopeia and National For-

As was briefly mentioned in the last 
number of Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, 
the first meeting this season of the Bal- 
timore branch of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association, held Thursday eve- 
ing one week ago, at the Medical and 
Chirurgical Faculty Hall, was devoted to 
a discussion of the changes that have 
been made by the committees revising the 
United States Pharmacopeeia and the Na- 
tional Formulary.

H. A. B. Dunning, who is on the Com- 
mission Committee for the revision of the 
National Formulary, reviewed the work 
of that committee and said that the latter 
hoped to so revise the N. F. as to free 
it of most of the criticism it had met 
with, and to make it in every way worthy 
of being a legal standard. While it would 


probably contain some formulas deleted 
trom the U. 8. P. and would otherwise 
ditfer, it should be borne in mind tnat the 
N. F. was intended to serve an entirely 
different purpose than the U. 8S. P. 

br. Wilbert stated that as secretary of 
the committee he was sending out in in- 
stallments as rapidly as compleied the 
full text of the new N. F. to the pharma- 
ceutical journals of this and foreign coun- 
tries, the A. Ph.

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Warning to American Trade-Mark 


Proprietors, 


In a note published by the Bureau of 
Manufactures, American Minister John 
B. Jackson, Havana, Cuba, gives a warn- 
ing and extends some good advice to own- 
ers of trade-marks as follows:— 

Under the provisions of the existing Cuban 
law with respect to trade-marks any person 
whatsoever can legally register well-known 
foreign trade-marks and deprive the foreign 
owners of such trade devices of the benefits 
arising from their possession. This has hap- 
pened recently in several instances involving 
patent or proprietary medicines. When the 
third party has once registered the trade-marks 
in due form under the law the redress possible 
for the rightful owner or originator is to bring 
action for fraud, and proof of fraud is nat- 
urally very difficult under such conditions, even 
in the most obvious cases, 

The registration of trade-marks is a simple 
and inexpensive matter in Cuba, and rightful 
owners may easily prevent diffculty by having 
their trade-marks registered at once whenever 
there is any likelihood of entering the Cuban 
market. It is urged that American manufac- 
turers take note of this matter and by fore- 
stalling the registration of their trade desig- 
nations by strangers in the island avoid future 
trouble. : on 
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Duty on Creasote Oil. 
FINAL HEARING IN NOVEMBER TO SET- 
TLE STATUS OF REFINED GRADES. 


A final hearing in the controversy be- 
iween the government and importers re- 
garding the classification of a product In- 
voiced as creosote oil will take place. be- 
tore the Board of United States General 
Appraisers November 28. This issue arises 
under the tariff act of 1909. Under the 
act of 1897 there also was much litigation. 

In the present test case the importers 
are Gerhard Bros. & Schoch and_ the 
Carbolineum Wood Preservative Com- 
pany. The merchandise is known com- 
mercially as carbolineum, and as car- 
bolineum aveaarius, and was assessed for 
duty by the customs authorities as a coal- 
tar preparation at the rate of 20 per cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 15 of the 
present tariff. The importers, on the other 
hand, allege that the product is the ‘“‘creo- 
sote’’ mentioned in the law, and therefore 
free of duty. 

According to Assistant Attorney-General 
Wemple and Charles D. Lawrence, rep- 
resenting the Department of Justice, the 
commodity is a coal-tar oil of high grade 
and high boiling qualities, and is used as 
a preservative for wood. ‘The importers 
contend that the product is dead or creo- 
sote oil, and is provided for in the free 
list. Many witnesses have been called to 
vive testimony for both sides relative to 
the commercial and scientific character of 
the product. The government will put in 
its final testimony at the next hearing. 
Comstock & Washburn, and Strauss & 
Hedges have submitted their case in be- 
half of the importers.

The State may tax the tank cars of 
oil refining companies which are sent 
into Michigan, according to a decision 
given Friday by Judge Wiest in the 
Circuit Court. The Germania Refining 
Company and the Independent Refin- 
ing Company of Pennsylvania applied 
to the court for an injunction to pre- 
vent Auditor General Fuller, of Michi- 
gan, from collecting the tax assessed 
on their tank cars. 

The affairs of the Stein-Gray Drug 
Company, of Cincinnati, O., which 
have been going through bankruptcy, 
were brought to a close last week by 
the referee. The liabilities aggregated 
$155,176.49. The assets were $23,029.49. 
Out of this last amount there were two 
dividends declared for the general 
creditors, yielding them $11,343. The 
remainder was absorbed in the pay- 
ment of preferred lien claims and 
costs. 


IZpidemic spinal meningitis may now 
be entirely controlled by an injection 
of serum into the cerebral spinal mem- 
brane, according to a statement made 
by Dr. Simon Flexner, director of the 
Rockefeller Institute. Dr. Flexner 
made the statement at the closing ses- 
sion of the annual conference of the 
sanitary officers of the State of New 
York at the Carnegie Lyceum last 
week, and bases his declaration on a 
series of experiments. 


The annual report of the Bandong 
Quinine Works for 1910 showed sales 
of quinine sulphate, including tablets, 
amounting to 75,815 kilos, or 2,690,300 
ounces. At the close of the year there 
Was on hand a stock of bark equiva- 
lent to 53,500 kilos, valued at 299,600 
florins, and in addition 17,500 kilos of 
the manufactured sulphate, valued at 
148,750 florins. Contracts were entered 
into for the delivery of bark over 1911 
to yield 80,000 kilos of quinine sulphate. 


The old Horner farm on 
road, near Catonsville, a Baltimore 
suburb, has been acquired by Myer 
Brave, of Baltimore, who thinks there 
is a large deposit of asbestos on the 
property and negotiated with some of 
the manufacturing companies with a 
view to the development of the deposit.

50,000 to 60,000 barrels a day. Even 
this well the State’s output for that month 
was only 7,368,320 barrels, or 77,066 barrels 
in excess of last month’s output, which is 
really settled production. Last month’s pro 
duction ot 7,291,254 barrels is an _ increase 
over the month of August of $2,270 barrels, 
when 7,208,984 barrels were produced. 

By tar the largest part of the oil comes 
from the valley fields, the Sunset-Midway dis- 
trict leading them all by a large margin. The 
valley fields gave a total of 5,799,508 barrels 
tor the month, or about five-sixths of the 
State’s entire production. Of this amount the 
Sunset-Midway field produced 2,603,521 barrels, 
nearly 200,000 barrels more than it produced in 
August. The tremendous increase from month 
to month in this district overcomes the decline 
in the other fields of the State, almost all of 
which show a falling off. In fact, every one 
of the other valley fields show a decline. 
Coalinga dropped off 4,954 barrels, Kern River 
7,675 barrels and McKittrick 57,780 barrels. 
The output of the two wells in the Lost Hills 
field was also 3,650 barrels less. That the 
output in this field is not larger is due to 
lack of storage, and all the completed wells 
with the exception of two are shut in, 

Of the coast fields Santa Maria and Lompoc 
are credited with increased outputs for Sep- 
tember, the former very small, but Lompoc 
shows a gain of 6,600 barrels. 

Among the southern fields Fullerton shows 
a decline of 45,16% barrels, which is probably 
accounted for by the shutting in of wells when 
it could be done with safety. There has never 
been any amount of storage room in this field, 
and operators have always kept their oil in 
the ground rather than store it on top. The 
Los Angeles-Salt Lake ficld shows a decided 
gain of 26,605 barrels. This increase all 
comes from two new wells, but they have 
caused an increase of new work in their vicin- 
ity that promises a further increase as soon 
as they are brought in. The big well of the 
Associated in the far western limits of the 
Salt Lake field is the one referred to, and 
although finished two months ago is still flow- 
ing 830 barrels a day. The Whittier field also 
is credited with a gain of 7,974 barrels for 
September over August. The other three small 
flelds of the south show slight declines, 

The total consumption for September was 
6,369,518 barrels, as compared with 6,406,118 
barrels for August. This is a loss of 37,595 
barrels apparently, but amounts to practically 
nothing in the totals, as it is less than one 
day’s supply. That the consumption figures 
are being maintained so steadily is a source 
of gratification to the operator, whose only 
hope is in increased markets. That the mar- 
kets are being extended is proven by the 
shipments each month, 

The total number of wells producing in Sep- 
tember was 5,098, an increase over August of 
101, when there were 4,997. This increase is 
mainly in the valley fields. In Coalinga there 
was an increase in the wells producing of 55. 
In Sunset-Midway there were 34 more wells 
producing in September than in August. In 
Kern River there were 30 more. As there were 
only 38 new wells in all these fields finished 
during the month it is evident that a large 
number of wells that had been non-productive 
were cleaned out and put to producing. 

The daily average output for all fields for 
September was 243,042 barrels or 10,496 barrels 
more than for the month. The daily 
average consumption for September was 212,317 
barrels, which was 1,220 barrels less than in 
August, thus increasing the daily overproduc- 
tion for the month to 30,725 barre This 
amounts to nearly a million barre a month 
and is an unpleasant feature of the report

The most important strike made in ! 
months, in that it proves up a larger extent of 
territory, is that made last week by the Cor- 
onation Oil Company in its test well on section 
4-11-23, about three miles out on the Sunset 
flats.

A report from Washington states that 
15,000 additional acres of prospective oil 
lands in California have been withdrawn 
from entry. These lands are located in 
townships 27 and 28, range 22, and are in 
line with developments in the Lost Hills 
district. It is also reported that the govern- 
ment intends to withdraw before January 
1, 1912, several immense tracts of land; in 
fact, all land in California which is sup- 
posed to be oil bearing. This of itself will 
put a stop to wildcatting in a large meas- 
ure. But the industry at the present time 
can easily get along without any new fields. 

The Standard Oil Company’s runs and 
shipments for the week ending October 14 
as given below show they placed in storage 
80,824 barrels, as compared with 134,146 bar- 
rels the previous week. There was a gain 
in shipments of 24,221 barrels and the total 
runs were 4 i442 barrels, as compared with 
if 3 barrels the previous week.

wager that it would be impossible for this 
fieid to maintain the present production.

wells all over the field are dropping 
rapidly and that the mid-continent has 
drilled over so thoroughly that there 
is very little possibility of ever again in 
this field developing a pool that will keep 
up the production anywhere near what it Is 
now. This gentleman is a careful student of 
conditions, he has been one of the largest 
operators and one of the most successful 
ones in the field. He states that production 
in the Delaware shallow sand district is 
falling off alarmingly, giving an instance of 
a well starting at 1,000 barrels a few months 
ago which is not making over 20 barrels 
a day now. The shallow sand production 
he avers is falling off as rapidly as is the 
Osage production in the gusher territory, 
and it is well known what a slump follows 
the bringing in of those big wells. 

All this means that if the condition Is 
general and no big pools are brought in the 
price of mid-continent field must advance. 
The Prairie Oil and Gas Company so far 
this month has taken 205,000 barrels of oil 
out of storage. This is the largest amount 
drawn from the sto ; since last January, 
but the runs are just as high as they have 
been, and in addition to this the Gulf Pipe 
Line Company is putting about 1,000 bar- 
rels of oil a day in storage at the present 
time.

oils of late the Western refiner has won 
out and secured the contracts. Then why 
should not the price be advanced? That is 
the question.

tent in the week’s summary. Articles 
of Chinese origin have responded more 
signally to the force of conditions in 
that country and this factor explains 
the advances in needle antimony, 
Chinese blistering flies, unofficial 
cantharides, anise and cassia oils and 
rhubarb. Opium was lower with the 
materialization of the goods, which had 
been offered at cheaper prices for ar- 
rival, although the new stock was re 
ported to be below the test of average 
druggists’ requirements. Carbolic acid 
gained strength on increasing scarcity. 
Burgundy pitch was in better supply. 
A lower basis became effective for 
white castile soap with the arrivals of 
the first shipments on which the change 
was based. Cocoa butter was in buy- 
ers’ favor on an easier shipment posi- 
tion. Competition caused a _ lower 
range for Haarlem oil and small flake 
manna. Menthol continued an excep- 
tionally bullish feature, with a sharp 
advance scored during the week, but 
the market is still of a nominal char- 
acter on the limitation of available 
supplies. Prickly ash bark and ber- 
ries were eqally firm, particularly the 
latter, with sales reported at an ad- 
vancing basis. Wahoo bark of root 
was materially higher, owing to scar- 
city. Juniper berries were in lowering 
tendency on freer arrivals. Clove oil 
was easier under the spice influence. 
Bergamot oil was fully maintained asa 
result of light supplies, but lemon and 
orange were inclined to be_ easier. 
Wormseed oil was firmer, the lower fig- 
ures being withdrawn. Long and short 
buchu were in buyers’ favor under con- 
ditions abroad. Lobelia herb was high- 
er on light supplies.

Various European 
refiners, who probably are particularly inter- 
ested in these American resales, have absorbed 
certain quantities. Meanwhile, the market for 
distant contracts appears to have revived some- 
what, while several inquiries came forth lately 
from European distillers.

HAARLEM OIL.—The market is on 
an easier basis at $1.80@1.90, owing to 
keener competition as a result of a con- 
tinued light demand.

Menthol.—The increased inquiry has  con- 
tinued, and as stocks are low, without any re- 
serve, business has been done at 17s.@I17s. 414d. 
for Suzuki, but none was to be had on 
Wednesday under 17s. 6d. This is another ar- 
ticle in which the rise is due to scarcity, and 
there is no new crop offered from Japan. To- 
day 18s. has been paid for Kobayashi brand, 
and now 20s. is asked. It appears that buyers 
on American account came into the market at 
the beginning of the week and cleared out all 
that was to be had at 16s, 6d. per pound. 
Stocks are exceedingly low here and every- 
where else, and all the factors in the situation 
predicate higher rates still. It is estimated 
that there is wanted for the season’s trade now 
beginning about 400 cases, and it is question- 
able if as many exist at the present time, or 
are likely to be produced from the new crop. 
The stocks in London are smaller at present 
than they have been since menthol became a 
popular article with a variety of uses which 
even the sellers cannot number. 

SUGAR OF MILK.—The market may 
be repeated at 15@20c., as to quantity 
and seller.

As near as we can estimate it, the bark peel 
on the Pacific coast this year was between 
1,000 and 1,200 tons. It was larger than the 
trade generally supposed it would be. At this 
time, however, stocks are pretty well cleared 
up. Practically the entire peel has been sold 
to Eastern consumers and for export. Quite 
@ quantity of bark is still held by the pur- 
chasers for storage at various Pacific coast 
points. It is also true that the greater part 
of the bark which has been held by coast 
speculators for several years was disposed of 
during this last season. It is our opinion that 
stocks on the coast are lower than they have 
been for seven years. 


Beans. 


A steady seasonable consuming de- 
mand prevails for vanilla, and late 
transactions are reported to have com- 
prised fairly large quantities for for- 
ward delivery over the turn of the year. 
A good part of the buying interest has 
centered in Bourbons, of which some of 
the future sales are believed to be still 
uncovered. In a _ leading importing 
quarter it was stated that the bulk of 
the goods due to arrive over the bal- 
ance of the year was under engage- 
ment. Of the recent arrival of 399 cases 
at Marseilles from the producing is- 
lands, probably the most important of 
this season’s campaign, practically 
everything is reported to have been 
sold. Part of this lot has been pur- 
chased for the local trade, with sales 
from it made for distributing and con- 
suming amount. Available supplies of 
Bourbons continue at a low point and 
in many instances manufacturers are 
unwilling to replace this variety for 
Mexicans, which are still available at a 
relatively favorable basis to buyers. 
Bourbons seem to be gaining steadily in 
favor in this country, particularly in 
the West, and some manufacturers 
have expressed a willingness to pay 
prices fully up to the level of prime 
Mexicans to secure their requirements 
of Bourbons, rather than avail them- 
selves of the Mexicans at hand. The 
London sale of Bourbons on Wednes- 
day attracted comparatively little at- 
tention in the local trade on account of 
the meagerness of the offerings. Our

Imitation Silk. 


In the manufacture of artificial silk 
wood pulp from Norway is utilized, being 
shipped to the United States in bales. 
This pulp is cut into thin sheets, each in- 
dividual sheet is carefully weighed, and a 
certain quantity placed in a metal tank 
for chemical treatment. 

The various chemical solutions used are 
mixed in huge iron tanks, from which 
they are pumped under ground through a 
series of lead pipes to the departments 
requiring the various compounds. This 
pulp, having been macerated and digested, 
is submitted to still further chemical ac- 
tion under certain fixed temperatures 
which are not allowed to vary even one- 
half a degree. 

When it is ready for final transforma- 
tion into silk the solution closely re- 
sembles molasses in color and consist- 
ency. At this stage it is pumped from the 
tank to the spinning frames. Here spe- 
cially constructed pumps are attached to 
each spindle, which carefully measure off 
the required quantity of the solution. 

This is forced through tubes with an 
outlet containing just as many perfora- 
tions as there are to be filaments in the 
thread Through these it is passed to a 
tank running the length of the frame and 
containing a chemical mixture which 
fixes the solution instantaneously into a 
thread. 

This strand is carried over a -wheel 
down through a tube to a rapidly re- 
volving spindle; the rate of speed is about 
5,000 revolutions a minute. From this 
the strands are afterward unwound on 
reels into skeins. The air in the spinning 
room is completely changed every three 
minutes, being pumped off through hoods 
placed over each of the spinning frames. 
This is done to remove any possible fumes 
and to provide thorough ventilation for 
the operatives. 

One of the interesting features in con- 
nection with the entire operation is the 
fact that the yarn is handled as little as 
possible. The specially constructed stoves 
and bleaching arrangements are ideal 
and when the skeins are finally carried 
to the large drying room on the fifth floor 
one marvels at the change which has so 
rapidly taken place. From here they are 
taken to the sorting room, where each in- 
dividual skein is carefully examined by 
skilled operators.—Textile Manufacturers’ 
Journal, 
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Waxed Paper Sales in England. 


Consul Horace Lee Washington, Liver- 


pool, reports that an inquiry has been 
received as to the demand and method of 
supply in this district of waxed papers 
used for wrapping food products and 
bread and bakery products. It appears 
that of the two firms in Liverpool han- 
dling this article, one is a very large 
wholesale paper dealer (this firm is un- 
derstood to deal in the article only to a 
limited extent), the other a manufactur- 
ing company, from which samples were 
obtained. 


In the waxed paper trade the middle- 
man seems almost eliminated, manufac- 
turers supplyimg the consumer direct, 
through travelers who solicit orders. This 
is confirmed by an inquiry of the large 
general produce dealers, who use a con- 
siderable amount of waxed paper for 
wrapping foodstuffs. Perhaps the larger 
quantity is used throughout the country 
for wrapping butter (a sample of paper 
used for this purpose is forwarded). It 
is supplied in large sheets to be cut by 
the consumer. The manufacturer prints 
thereon, at the order of the purchaser, 
as required by law, either the word 
‘‘Margarin”’ or ‘‘The wrapper is included 
in the weight.” 

Various other uses for waxed paper in- 
clude confectionery and cake wrapping, 
etc. A new use for which there is a rap- 
idly growing demand fs that of paper bag 
cookery. In this the article for roasting 
is placed in a waxed paper bag, which 
may be had in a variety of sizes, the 
end closed and the whole put into the 
oven for cooking. It is claimed that this 
process keeps all of the flavor in the food 
(which otherwise largely escapes), ren- 
dering it more palatable, being a sim- 
plification of the use of a casserole. The 
retail price of a package of twelve bags 
of several sizes is 12 cents. 

It is stated by the trade here that for- 
merly a large quantity of this paper was 
imported from Germany, but owing to 
manufacturers in this country placing it 
on the market at a lower price the Ger- 
man importation has become practically 
nil. The large wholesale firm first re- 
ferred to states that it will be pleased 
to receive samples and prices from 
American manufacturers of waxed paper. 

Tt appears that there is a good market 
for various types of waxed paper, and it 
denends upon the price at which the 
American manufacturer can place his 
product on this market whether success 
will follow. This article is not enumer- 
ated in the import statistics from the 
TWnited States into Liverpool, nor can T 
learn that there has been any such sale 
here. There is no import duty on the 
article.

Leading distributors 
describe the current demand as fair 
and report business about equal 
to that of last year for the correspond- 
ing period. The movement on old con- 
tracts is going forward in good shape 
in most items, and it is believed that 
the output is meeting with ready dis- 
posal. Importations from Germany 
and England continue to increase and 
dealers are rapidly catching up with 
specifications. Most of the arrivals of 


new bleach have been pushed on old | 


contracts, which were necessarily de- 
layed by the transportation difficulties 


in England and Germany. The market | 
for bleach has presented an unsettled | 


appearance and about every dealer has 
his own opinion regarding spot prices. 
Oxalic acid has responded to firmer 
primary conditions and the local mar- 
ket is established at a higher trading 
level. The position of arsenic is strong- 
er and dealers are not forcing sales at 
current prices. Hydrated carbonate of 
potash, 80@85 per cent., is being shaded 
by second hands. The restricted pro-

tations. The rebellion in China has 
placed the antimony market in an un- 
settled condition and dealers have ad- 
from 4% to dc.

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—A mod- 
erate improvement has characterized 
the export demand and a fair business 
has been passing for foreign account. 
Local trade continues along the same 
lines as previously reported and the 
general market is firm with former 
prices still current. Dealers quote on 
the basis of lc. for bulk, 1.10c, for kegs 
f. o. b. works, and an advance of .2@c, 
all around for goods delivered in this 
section, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Unsettled 
price movements have characterized 
this market and dealers’ views concern- 
ing spot goods have been very much at 
variance. In some quarters arrivals 
were quoted at 1.20c. and spot at 1.25c. 
In other circles from 1.30c. to 1.35¢c. was 
quoted for immediate shipments. Local 
supplies are rather limited at the mo- 
ment owing to an active call for con- 
tract deliveries. Recent heavy arrivals 
from Liverpool and Hamburg have 
passed readily into paper-making chan- 
nels and no resales have taken place. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Small additional 
lots are commanding foreign interest, 
but there has been little extensive busi- 
ness reported. The domestic demand 
is fair, with steady shipments noted 
against standing contracts.

In New Straitsville there is 
not a vacant house, and before a new one 
has completed the occupant has taken 
possession and moved in. 

The production of the Gore-Straitsville field 
is now close to 2,000 barrels a day. This 
represents less than half of the daily produc- 
tion of the Clinton sand territory. Last May, 
a year ago, the production of the fleld was 
5,700 barrels a day. This was the highest 
point it has reached and the indications are 
that it will go above thiut point, 

The producing formation is not regular and 
dry holes have been encountered very close to 
a good producer. From west to east the Clin 
ton sand dips at the rate of about 40 feet to 
the mile. There is no established stratum 
that can be used as a guide, such as the 
Pittsburgh coal measures in Southwest Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia. The intervening 
depths between the various producing forma- 
tions, Big Injun, Berea grit and others, are 
fairly regular. 

The southwest extension to the deep sand 
territory has every indications of being large 
in area and will furnish larger wells than 
either the Bremen or Junction City fields. 
Dry holes have been encountered in prox- 
imity to good producers, but the prodycing 
formation shows to be more regular than in 
the old fields. Quite a number of tests are 
starting in advance of production, on all sides. 
and there will be good tests lying to the east 
and northeast of the producing wells at New 
Straitsville.
